The state calls this procedure 


equalization of assessments, ac- 
cording to E. L. Maynard, state 
department of revenue.

equalization of properly valuations 
is necessary to keep the tax bur- 
den level.

Russia Officially

V.M. Molotov 
Pledges Aid

First Soviet Word 
On Chinese Efforts

MOSCOW —UP)— Foreign 


Minister V. M. M o l o t o \ 
pledged Soviet assistance to 
day in trying* to bring aboul 
an armistice in Korea on the 
basis of proposals by Chou 
En-Lai, the Chinese premier. 


Molotov's statement was the first 


official 
Soviet comment on the 


latest Korean developments. It ap- 
peared in the form of a foreign 
ministry announcement. 


Molotov said the Soviet govern- 


ment "recognizes the complete 
justice" of the new proposals. 


There have been two proposals- 


one from North Korea for the ex- 
change of sick and wounded pris 
oners, and another from Chou En< 
lai in Peiping for the repatriation 
of other prisoners of war. Under 
the latter proposal prisoners un- 
willing to return home would be 
handled by neutrals. 


At 
the 
same 
time, 
Molotov 


strongly suggested 
the Chinese 


Communists and the North Ko 
reans should be represented in the 
United Nations. He declared this 
would greatly assist in settling all 
issues of the Korean War. 


From this It is obvious the USSR 


intends to continue Its fight for 
Chinese Communist and North Ko 
rean representation in the U. N.

AP Foreign Expert Thinks 
Kremlin Means Business in 
New Attempt at War Truce 


jMaleiikov Appears Ready lo Await 
Another Day to Pursue World Aims

The latest cold war developments strongly suggest that 


Moscow means business concerning a Korean truce. The 
Kremlin appears to have tumbled to the notion that it has 
much to gain by an apparent halt in the cold war. 


The developments also sug- 


gest that Joseph Stalin lost 
control of the Soviet govern- 
ment long before he died— 
perhaps longer ago than last 
October when the Soviet Com- 
munist party called its all-im- 
portant congress. 


The ideas behind that Congress 


appear to have been those of the 
cautions Goorgi M. Malenkov. now 
Stalin's successor as Prime Min- 
ister. 
The words attributed to 


Stalin then reversed Stalin's doc- 
trines in a number of outstanding 
instances, leaving the impression 
that the much touted "economic 
problems 
of socialism 
in t h e 


USSR" 
which 
came out under 


Stalin's name just before the party 
congress was written or dictated 


Malenkov. 


Why a Truce? 


Why a truce in Korea? 
In "economic problems of social- 


ism" 
this view is attn'hutfid to 


Stalin: Jn the United States, the 
contest for maximum profits loads 
to militarization of the economy. 


If the U. S. economy depends 


upon militarism 
and 
thus upon 


continuing 
world 
conflict, 
then 


Korea by that premise is a prop 
to the American economy. 


The same treatise advanced the 


view that world communism has 
shrunk the world market nvnilahlc 
to 
the 
capitalist nations, 
thus 


stirring up frictions among the 
capitalist nations in the contest 
for the remaining markets. How- 
over, said lh« treatise, the U. S. 
capitalists wore "saved" by the 
outbreak of Korean hostilities. 


Other Plans

Kremlin may speculate,

By then. Indochina and Malaya, 


Iran and other countries might be 
ripe for the plucking. 


Americans want a truce in Ko-

If it comes about, however, 


it will be because the Kremlin 
wants It too, for its own purposes.

sult from some incident to which 
the iiiot'icr is exposed while carry- 
ing the child. 


Typical is the idea thai, when 


a baby is bom with a strawberry 
mark, the mother showed an un- 
controllable desire for these ber- 
ries during pregnancy. 
Often, too, 


the appearance of a birthmark is 
blamed on some fright of the moth- 
er during her pregnancy. 


It may be stated categorically 


that there is no scientific evidences 
whatever to support any such be- 
liefs. 


There are several kinds of birth- 


marks. Many of them are moles, 
which may be flat or elevated and 
dark or almost skin color. Brown 
ones are called pigmented moles. 
Some are hairy. 


Some birthmarks are made up 


of numerous 
tiny blood vessels 


in the skin. Some are level with 
the surface of the skin but have 
a dark purplish color which gives 
them the common name of port 
wine marks. 


Birthmarks may be made up of 


blood vessels 
which are 
raised 


above the skin level and are soft 
and spongy. These are called straw- 
berry marks. This type may occur 
anywhere but is particularly com- 
mon around the lips or tongue. 


.MARK LIKE sriDKR 


Another common variety of birth- 


mark made up of blood vessels is 
irregularly 
shaped 
and 
slightly 


raised. It is called a spider nevus 
because the blood vessels at the 
center icsemble a spider's body, 
while the smaller ones passing out- 
ward resemble the legs of this in- 
sect. 


What treatment should be used 


or a birthmark depends on tho 
ocation, the srr.e and the kind. 
Some can be removed by local 
treatment, including surgery, va- 
rious type? of electric cautery, 
freezing 
with 
carbon 
dioxide 


snow, X-rays or radium or certain 
chemical agents. 


But is is not always advisable 


to remove or fade birthmarks even 
when they are on conspicuous parts 
of the body, like the face. Expert 
advice must be obtained. 
Many, 


for example, will fade of them- 
selves as the child get" older.

On Holy Thursday, pro 
cessions, prayers and hymns wil 
recall how the Lord was taken be 
fore Pontius Pilate. 


On Good Friday, the fervor o: 


the penitent ones builds to its cli 
max as they make the Via Cruces 
Praying, 
singing, s o m e t i m e s 


crawling on their knees on rockj 
paths, they will make their waj 
past the 14 Stations of the Cross to 
hilltop Calvaries where stand three 
crosses. There they will commem 
orate Christ's agonies and death. 


Penitcnte leaders, disturbed ovct 


what they called the many lurid 
and exaggerated accounts of the 
rites, say physical excesses, such 
as severe whipping, no longer are 
permitted, at least not in the great 
majority of Penitente groups now 
recognized by the Catholic church 
as a lay sect. 


The church approved the sect in 


3947, with the provision that its 
rites be in moderation and subject 
to church supervision. 


The Penitcnte order, an offshot 


of the Third Order of St. Francis 
in Medieval' Europe, was founded 
in New Mexico in 1835. The mem- 
bers then believed that blood alone 
could atone for their sins.

ing 1 pound of Phenothiazme to 
each 10 pounds of salt available to 
the sheep at all times when on pas- 
ture.

The mixture should be 
protected from lain; otherwise the 
salt will dissolve and the mixture 
will contain too much phenothia- 
zme.
